Every good Chriſtian then, may hence

That in it he 
frould give Adoration, Praiſe, Honour and 
due Thanks to God. 2. Do ſuch Things 
as may be for the Advantage of his Soul, 
either in the Obtaining Vardon of bis 
Sins, Improvement in Virtue, or Benefit 
to bis Neighbour. That for the Diſcha 
the ſermer of this Duty, tis requi- 
1 nd 1 m he ſhould hear Maſs — 
in this pay Sovereign Homage to 
That at other times o the Dey, he 
ſrould Pray, give Praiſe and Honour to 
his Maker. And for perf m_— Se- 
eond ; That he dl - yam to th

Books as may be proper for his Inſtruction 


in the Knowledge of his Duty, Amend- 


ment of his Failing, Encreaſe of Piety, 
und living the Lite of a true Chriſtian, 
anſwerable to his Condition, and

Hence you ſee by the Doctrine deliver'd 
in this Catechiſm, all thoſe are wanting to 
this command of Cod, 1. Who beſides 
hearing Maſs do not apply themſelves at 
other times of the Day (if not lawfully 
binder d) to Praying, Reading, Doing good 
Forks, Ec. but are wholy taken up in go- 
ing their own Ways, and vainly pleaſing 
themſelves, when they are Commandec 
to wall in the Ways of God and tis (bur. h. 
2. All Parents, Maſters, &. who permit 
their Children, Servants, &c. thus to omit 
the Duries of the Sunday: and idly to 
ſpend the Day in vain Converſation, 
Viſiting. Running Abroad, &c. 3. All 
thofe, who have the Charge of Souls, and 
take no Care to employ this Day in Ca- 
techiſing. Inſtrud ing and Reforming theſe 
Abuſes, but let every one go on, as ſeems 
good in their own Eyes, io Live and Die 

in Ignorance, and under the Slavery of

their due Inſtruction and not obligin 
them to ſpend that time upon their Souls, 
which God requires of them: And for 
as many of the Flock, as ſhall Periſh, 
and God knows how many Periſh, on this 
Account, who is it muſt render an Ac- 
count of their Souls ? 

Q. If it be thus with thoſe who paſs all the 
Sunday, in unneceſlary Viſes. Walking, 
&c. what ſay you of theſe who ſpend a greas

A. Do you tell me whether this be a 
Way of keeping the Day Holy, as God com- 
mands it to be kept? Are theſe any of 
the Holy Duties and Exerciſes mention'd 
4 above, proper for a Day Conſecrated to 
I God's Worthip and the Good of our 
Souls? Compare but San ſtifying and 
be Drinking; Wor ſhiping or Seeking God, and 
Gaming; and ſee how they agree toge- 
* ther: When one reads the Precept, and

© reconciling theſe Actions with the Deſign 
* ot our Heavenly Father, in laying this 
Command on us: For that which is but

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Q. If there be no Exceſi, <vhere is the Harm? 
A. The very going into tho'e Houſes, 
to ſpend the Time in Drinking; ſeems a 
kind of Exceſs, on Days that are particu- 
larly Con'ccrated to God : For they are 
Houſes of Idleneſs, of Exceſs, and Vice; 
they are Places, Prophan'd by all manner 
_ of Wickedneſs, by Blaſphemies, Atheiſm, 
the Ruin of Families, cr. And can it 
de well pleaſing to God, to ſpend a Day 
Holy to him, in Places thus polluted wi 
the Worſhip of Devils? APecſon that has 
any Senſe of Piety, and of the Reverence 
due to his Lord, ought to have a Dread, 
eſpecially on ſuch Days of approachin 
to them; the Thought of the Wicke 
there committed, and of the War here 
daily made againſt Heaven, ought to ruiſe 
an Abhorrence in his Soul, and make 
him fly from thoſe Seats of Peſtilence, as 
truly at Defiance with the Worlhip of 


God. 

And this the greateſt Number of Men 
are particularly oblig'd to conſider: for 
tho they have no Deſign at all of any 
kind of Intem on this Day ; 
yet bow few are there, that defire to go 
into Publick Houſes ona Sund, but who, 
on other Days of the Weck, have in 
thoſe Places Offended God in their Ex- 
eeſſes, either of Drinking, Idle-talking, 
Swearing, ill Example, or immoderate Ex- 
pence of Money, or Time} And if —

| verſion neceſlary on it, it ought to be 
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has been their Caie ; ought. not they to 
decline thoſe Houſes on a Sunday, out of a 
juſt Deteſtation of their former Offences : 
auſe this is a Day, in which they 
ought to call themſel:es to an Account 
for all the Miſcarriages of the Week and 
expreſs their ſincere Repentance of them, 
ſo to make their Feace with God ? For 
believe me, an Abhorrence of Sins ſeems 


not very real, where there's yet a Love 


of the Occaſions and places, where they 
were atted: As thoſe Iſraelites did not 
heartily deteſt their Idols, who had yer a 
Love to the High Places, where they had 
N them. 8 
Bat well ſe now, for the 
others, who ſeem AS cw, — tbere bas 
been nothing of all this in their whole Lives : 
may not ſuch as theſe take this Liberty, and 


divert themſelces with moderate Drinking, Ga- 


ing, Sbecus, &c. : 
Even this ſeems not agreeable to 
the Intent of this Commandment : For 
as the Day is Holy, fo if there be any Di- 


ſuch as is in ſome manner Holy too; ſuch 


as being Innocent, and leaft expos'd to all 


Danger of Offending either God or Man, 
is in ſome kind ſuitable to a Day that is 
Sacred. For as Church-Men, who are 
Confecrated to the Service of Gad, 
— 
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ought not to conſider only, what in it 
ſelf is lawful, or what is an allowable 
Diverſion in the Laity; but are in Pru- 
dence bound to looi farther, and make 
choice of what is Expedient for them, 
and agreeable to their State: that ſo 
leſſen nothing of the Reputation of 
their Profeſſion, or give Scandal to any 
little Ones: but in all Things ſhew what 
they arc, as well in the Relation of their 
Minds, as in the | raCtice of their Duties: 
So certainly on Days that are Sacred. tis 
not every thing Lawful that is Ex pedient 
bur there may be great Indiſeretions, if 
not Oftences by admitting of ſuch Diver - 
ſions, as are unſuitable to the Circum- 
_— of the oy. be juſt 
And amongſt theſe ma re- 
ekonꝰ d thoſe 2 as A4 of 
that dangerous Nature, that even ſober 
People bave not that true Command of 
themſelves in them as they ought, but are 
too often drawn in, even beyond their 
Deſign, to exceed either in Time or in 
Words: Hence Diſputes ariſe, and ſuch 
peeviſh Debates, that tho they come not 
to a Breach of Charity, yet they are very 
unbecoming the Sandtity of the Day, give 
Ig and b apy wr 
encourage Servants, Ec. to the like 
Diverſions : wWwho not having the true Go- 
reramentenher of their Tongues or their 


Ry 
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Paſſions, hence fall by Degrees into moſt 
Scandalous Fxtravagancies, ſuch as they 
muſt certainly anſwer for, who, inſtead 
of preventing, gave Encouragement to 
to theſe Vicious Liberties. . 

Neither can they truly juſtify them- 
ſelves, who find none of theſe Inconveni- 
encies either in themſelves or others, be- 
cauſe theſe Diverſions have ftill a kind of 
Eſſential P eſs in them, which In- 
feis the Mind, takes it ſo much ot from 
God, and all that is good, that they ought | 
were it for this Reaſon only to be banith'd 
from Days Sacred to God's Worſhip, and 
the Improvement of the Soul. And this 
mark the Catechiſm of the Council of Trent 
has ſet on them, as being the Occaſions of 
neglecting the Sabbath; and therefore it ob- 
ſerves, that this Commandment is uſh- 

er'd in with a Remember, on Deſign to make 
Chriſtians mindtul, that they are like to 
meet with many Occaſions and ill Ex- 
amples, which will draw them off from 
the due obſervance of this Day, particular - 
ly mentioning Games and Shows, and thoſe 
that follow chem; as being the too fre- 
r. 
an pr gt ,an _ 
ing the Day of is, and tis not to be 
doubted, but by theſe Entertainments, 
People are Diverted, even beyond Deiign, 
from Prafing and Reading; and their 
Minds, inſtead of being purify'd — 


— rd 
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from the World, and raid towards Cod 
by Holy Exerciles are rendered even more 
Corrupt and Worldly than they were be- 
fore. And what then is become of the 
Sunday, and where arc the Effects of it; 
which being purpoſely deſign'd for the 
withdrawing the Soul from the World, gi- 
ring it leave to Breath a litile Spiritual 
Air, and be refreſh'd with the Taſte of 
Heavenly Sweetneſs, is ſo abus d. if not by 
Vicious, at leaſt by theſe Worldly and 
Dangerous Entertainments, that it ſerves 
to elog the Soul ſtill more, and inſtead of 
drawing it nearer to Cod, ſets it at much 
greater Diſtance from him by theſe Di- 
I was all the Week by Wor- 
king. 

And it is on this Head all Sorts of Ga- 
ming Drinking, Shews, &c. ſeems to be cen- 
fur'd, as not allowable on Sundays, not be- 

cauſe they are abſolutely Sinful orVicious ; 

for when they come to this they arc un- 
Jawful on all Days of the Week - but be- 

cauſe they ly fo engage and diftrat 

the Mind, that they take it off from God, | 
and hinder it from performing thoſe Ex- i 
ereiſes of Piety, which are the Duty of 
the Day» And therefore as the Trent Ca- 
teehiſm obſerves, as ſervile Works are not 
forbidden on Sundays, becauſe of their own 


they draw away our Minds 
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End of this Precept: Qumam mentem no- 
fram a Divino Cuitu, qui Finis Precepti >, 
40h ſtrabit. par. 31. So certainly on this 
Score are thoſe Diverſions to be rejected: 
for tho' they were as harmleſs in them- 


_ ſelves as working : yet in as much as t 


are no leſs a Dill ra ion to the Mind, and 
a Hindrance to the Divine Worſhip, than 
ſervile Work will be, how, can theſe Di- 
verſions be allow'd ? Eſpecially too, be- 


Ing expreſly inform'd by this Catechiſm, 
that tho' ſervile Work only be expreſly 


forbidden by this Precept, yet under this 
is comprehended whatever is a Hindrance to 
the Worſhip of God; and that whatever 
this may be, it is upon this Score to be 
avoided. Ouibus Ferbis (viz. Non facies 
omne Opus in eo) ad id primum inſtituimur, 
wt quecumgue Divinum cultum impedire poſ- 
front, omnino oitemus. Parag. 31. And fince 
common Experience will not allow thisto 


be denied of theſe Entertainments; nay, - 


ſince they are in particular here fer down, 
as the roo frequent Occaſions of with- 
drawing People from the Holy Obſervance 
of this Day, Parag. 14. it muſt be acknow- 
ledg d they are not ſuitable to the Deſign 
of this Frecept. 4 oP” ; 
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much as theſe fo take up the Time, 
that they are a Hindrance from empioy- 
ing the Day in Holy Exerciſes, they are 
ſo far certainly to be diſap prov'd and a- 
voided ; as alſo every thing elſe that is a 
like Hindrance with them; as _—_—

Books, as are not for the Improvement 
-of the Soul: Singing, Dancing, Muſick, 
Diſcourſing of Neighbours, Sleeping, Dreſ- 
ſing, Sc. So that whatever it be, that 
takes off Chriſtians from employing the 
„ fo to the Honour of God, and the 
Benefit of their Souls, as God and his 


Church dire. it is all, you ſee here, by 
the Rule of this Catechilm, forbidden in 
this Commandment. 


. [s there no Diverſion than to be allow'd on 
ays? Nothing to poor Servants who Toil 
all the Week, and bave no Leiſure, but on theſe 
? Nothing to others of a move Liberal 
ation, who muſt certainly look on Sundays, 
as Days of Penance, if they ave io be thus vige- 
n then 
of theſe Diverſions. 

A. I have ſhown you in what manner

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ounds it thus ; not any private Hand, but 
Be publick Carechifin of the Church.

I am certain 
if Maſters tie their Servants ſo ſtriily to 
their Work all the Week, that they afe 
neceſſitated to ſpend the greateſt part of 
the in Diverting and Breathing 
themſelves ſo to prepare for their Work 
again: ſuch Maſters will have ſomething 
to anſwer for their Servants Sins, in the 
Breach of the Sabbath. And if Servan's 
that have an eaſier Life, when the Sunday 
comes, take no Care to employ it as they 
ought, but ſpend it in vain Converſation, 
_ valiting and running about, they will cer- 
tainly be called one Day to an Account 
for ſo many NegleQs of their Duty. 
The Reaſcn of making this Exception 
againſt Servants, as likewiſe all others, 
whoſe Life, like theirs, is a perpetual. 
Toil, will a more reaſonable, if we 
eonſider that tis almoſt impoſſible to con- 
eeive how they can fave their Souls, if they 
Abuſe the Sundays and Neglect to empioy 
them for this End. For if we look on them 
all the Week, they are engag d in a con- 
tinual Slavery, ſuch as hinders them from 
Praying and Reading ; fo that if they 
begin and end the Day with a ſhort

Prayer, tis as much as generally they 
do ; and God knows how _ thro 
Hurry and Drowſineſa, they omit even this 
too. Then how are their Minds wholly 
Tied to the World, by the unhappy Cir- 
cumſtances of their Condition? How great 
does this grow in their Eyes and Heart, 
by being their whole Concern? What 
Variety of hurtful Diſtraction? And how 
often happens it, that looſe Commpanions 
undertake to Divert them by lewd 
idle Diſcourſes, and relating ſueh Paſſa- 
ges, which ſerve only to inſtruct them 
in Evil ? Thus, if we canſider them ge- 
nerally, according to the Method of the 
Weck,their Hearts and Soulsare ſo wholly 
Worldly, if not Vicious : fo truly Stran- 
gers to Goodneſs and the Buſinets of Sal- 
vation, that they are unfit for Dying: 
and if they ſhould thus enter into Erernt-
